A Personal Viewpoint - Part 2

My friend Kevin happened to mention the DfO sighting, at the travel agency 
where he works in Bradford, and by a strange coincidence a friend there 
told him he had seen a bright, ball of yellow liglif“pass over five Bane 
Ends, which is half a mile from Idle cricket club, whilst visiting some 
friends that evening - they too saw the object. 

This to me seemed to give a good back up to our story, and it already 
added fire to my red hot interest. 1 got to wondering if there had been 
any previous sightings of anything similar in my area and thus paid a 
visit to the Bradford Telegraph <x Argus. To my absolute delight there 
was an abundance of BfO newsclijjpings on view. They tended to add weight 
to my sighting, with descriptions being very similar indeed to my own, 
coming from the Bradford & surrounding areas. 1 then began to sift throu¬ 
gh the same paper over the ensuing months, carefully noting BPQ reports, 
but not really gauging their importance as 1 had nothing to compare them 
to, and of course 1 was new xo this sort of thing. 

Going back to my sighting, 1 contacted Beeds & Bradford airport and 
eventually spoke with someone at the control tower. Me was unaware of 
anything being seen on radar, but was quite interested in my account. 

Me then asked if 1 wanted to report it officialy, and woried that it 
could well be in the national interest, 1 agreed. Over the phone he took 
down my answers to liis questions, some of which seemed to be detailed 
and impressive. He did not think there would be a follow up, but did 
mention once hearing of a frenchman who came over to this country and 
questioning someone on a sighting. 

fortunately for me, an article appeared in the local press written by 
Graham Eirdsall, more importantly it gave a phone number. 1 spoke with 
him on the phone, and naturally he was interested in ny sighting, to the 
extent that 1 was invited to attend the next YufoS meeting in Beeds. 
Things moved pretty, quickly after, that, 1 became a member, and was then 
invited to join its committee. 

1 enjoy very much the friends 1 have made in Contact/YufoS, the discuss¬ 
ions of sightings etc. Vie still have no answer to DfO sightings, but we 
have compiled an impressive amount of data so far, but statistically 
speaking, if you are to draw satisfactory conclusions from data you must 
have a large sample e.g. 10 - 100 sightings is regarded as a snail num¬ 
ber, whilst 100 - 1,000 is a better sample. Several thousand is a huge 
sample. Remembering these sightings will probably be classified into 
groups of similar sightings such as shape, colour location etc, then 
this again reduces the numbers. It will be realised that a lot of ground 
work is necessary to gather in as many sightings as possible to help. 
such analysis e.g. 10 out of 100 sightings of cigar shaped objects is 
chicken feed if it were to be 1,000 out of 10,000! The more.sightings 
you have, the more accurate you will be statistically. 

At the moment there are many sightings in the Skipton A surrounding 
area, where Tony Dodds is in the thick of it so to speak. Perhaps we 
could help him. with background field work on fault or magnetic related 
work (dowsing etc). 








for a while now, 1 have wanted to describe my sighting in detail and try 
and give some background of myself, plus my opinions of Ufology. I trust 
that this has been of interest to people interested in the subject, and 
perhaps given some guidelines to follow if one does see a UEO. 

It appears that Ufology leads into many varied areas, and perhaps is 
linked with the general philosophies of life itself, tut the question 
asked so many times cropps up again, just what is a UlG? 


The term Uif‘0 is somewhat misleading. Ily object didnt fly, had no wing 
structure, what then was keeping it from falling to the ground? I have 
long thought what would be the next stage from 'normal' flight, and 1 
think on the lines of an anti-magnetic or anti-gravity concept of travel 
between the stars and planets using their natural gravitational fields to 
act as a medium in steering between them. This could account for the 
very strange and eratic movements made by the object 1 saw, for air and 
gravity did not seem to trouble it. I got the opinion that this object 
could move at will in an instant. 

Many descriptions of Uf’G's in motion describe a 'wobbling' effect, a 
common feature of magnetism when positive and negative, ends of a magnet 
are facing each other. This could be an unidentified moving sky object, 
a much better description. If such an object is a craft of somekind, 
with robotic or life-forms at its controls, I see no reason to suppose 
automaticaly they originate from other galaxies and planets, but we are 
told that there are likely to be millions of stich systems where life 
could evolve, space could be rife with visitors from other planets, and 
like us be natural explorers, is it not natural having explored ones 
planet to then explore the heavens once the means has been found? 

Wo harm has come from such objects as yet, so one can assume they have the 
same respect for life as do we ( no pun intended). Are they content to 
observe, or are they more involved with matters here on Earth than we 
could ever imagine? 

Another of my thoughts after many years... 

Is God man at his ultimate development, and if after millions of years 
or even eternity, the ultimate intelligence is reached, then perhaps this 
has an influence in the less intelligent life forms - who knows? 

1 feel we have to be VERY x^atient, try to back up such speculations with 
as much relevant data as possible, but in the meantime I shall continue 
to work on the data we have accumulated thus far and see what can be anal¬ 
yzed from it.

"The UFO challenge - a harsh look at the facts"

There can he no doubt that UFO research has bottomed out over the last 
few years, despite the flap of 1977 , no real progress has been nacle in 
determining the truth about what UFO 1 s are, where they come from, and 
why they are here. Bo dramatic, case has occured, apart from the hew 
Zealand sighting, which has caused eyebrows to be raised in the halls of 
power at Westminster, iioscow, Washington or has it? 

No real evidence has been discovered that might disuaGe commentators 
from treating UFO buffs like infant morons, who happily continue to 
dream about visitors from outer s£>ace, who continue to see objects in 
the sky, who continue to experience close encounters, yet fail to provi- 
de any real hard evidence. It will shortly be almost four decades since 
Kennath Arnold saw his "flying saucers" and since then thousands of 
reports of UFO's have poured into the files of UFO organisations around 
the globe. Think of it, thousands upon thousands of reports, steadily 
giving us an idea of what the enigma could be, yet we have no answers, 
no proof, no UFO. 

The security services, particularly in the Bnited States have covered up 
many sightings, but not all, otherwise we would not be in business. If 
it were not for the blatant secrecy surrounding UFt's in Government 
circles, many ufologists would have packed up their interest long ago. 

Of course, some ufologists have been reported to have learned the UFO 
secret long ago, only to drop out of public life, or worse, finish up on 
a mourge table, cold as space itself. Bid they learn too much, too soon, 
or were they niave enough to think that the ordinary public would readi¬ 
ly accept their discovery? The time for truth may be further from our 
grasp than ever, but are we ever to learn the truth? 

There is a growing need for organisations like our to be more aggresive 
in its approach, to recruit people in the right places at the right time, 
and by that I mean pilots, air traffic controlers, and security personel. 

Too radical? Perhaps, but journalists throughout the world have their 
inside men, people who they can rely on to provide them with items of 
news that normally would be kept secret for weeks, if not months, what 
then is the difference between reporting items for the press, and for 
rejjorting UFO cases to us? None, so long as national security is not 
involved, and no breach of the official secrets act is thrown our way. 

There just has to be someone, somewhere, who can provide us with the 
information we require, someone who is eager to divulge what he or she 
knows, but for reasons only know to then, cannot. By carefull means, it 
may be possible to form a tentative relationship with such a person, 
gain their confidence, let them know we would protect their identity, 
and slowly extract what information they have. Too radical? or just the 
first shots in a continuing battle against officialdam that has finnaly 
come to a head. We either sit back, and continue tc get nowhere, or act 
now, the choice is curs and ours alone. Bo we attempt to seek an answer 
by methods that have proved useless, or rigourosly adopt methods never 
tried before, that could reveal information in years, rather than decades?

I read with great interest,the comments in the Journal,with regards to 
critics and sceptics and. the heed for objectivity when formulating repo¬ 
rts about u.f.o.sightings.There is of course a paramount need for reports 
to be of the highest ouality if they arc to stand, up to public scrutiny 
and the honesty of the person giving the information,and of course the 
investigation must be without question to make anv report stand up to 
the inevitable onslaught of critics etc. 

The usual critic has never seen a. u.f.o.,and is never likely to sec one, 
because they never put themselves out to do so.They usually work from, a 
nice warn office where for some obscure reason they arc aware of all 
things.Perhaps if we could persuade a u.f.o.to ctcr their office,they 
r.icrht change their-minds. 

The big problem, with critics and sceptics is their absolute need to argue 
and pull to nieces anv subject which is put in front of thorn.Their attit¬ 
ude to the subject of u.£.o.s.,is that they do not believe they exist 
and consequently will go to great lengths to destroy the testimony 
of re1able witnnccscs. 

There is only one wav to see a u.fo,and that is to oet out where are known 
to circulate and to sit and wait until one appears.This car. take a great 
deal of time and patience,but most -cople oa.n"t snare the time,particul¬ 
arly people with families and other responsibilities.Put if vou can spare 
the the time and are interested enough,then go and look.If you see one 
vou will never forcet it and. it will have been worthwhile. 

To quote a. passage from Ton aid. .F.p torv, the editor of The Fncvcloepedia 
Of U.F.O.F,,:-Jf we arc tc accent data in some cases where no convert!.. 
onal explanation seems possible,If we are willing to alter the data so 
as to fit into a conventional framework as some people are willing to do 
then we can of course explain ever, these cases. 

Caution should be cxoerciscd. here, first such a procedure -permits one to 
explain away anything and everything that is nettlesome and problematica- 
l,this can result in knew scientific effects being overlooked and not 
being recognised for what they are.If the intention of such investigators 
is to explain away all reports regardless,there is little purpose in 
undertaking such investigations in the first place.

Pear Editor, 

Since the first issue of the Y.U.F.O.S.Journal appeared, 
many changes have occured which undoubtcbly have made the Journal a 
more compact and enjoyable magazine to read.However,being in the possit- 
ion to comment on the vast amount of time the issue takes to produce, 
there are certain points that I would like to mention.Firstly,when I 
proposed, that we as an official branch of Contact U.K.should have our 
own Journal,I also hoped that the magazine would only be available 
through subscriptions.This of course was turned down,and although sub¬ 
scriptions are available,most people who purchase the Journal,do so at 
the meetings.The sale of the Journal has not been good,an average figure 
has been reached on occa.sions,ofI5 to 20 but most people would say this 
figure is not too good.I had hoped all members would have subscribed, 
but only seven did.However on content,no-onc can argue with the aencral 
improvement.But the limited sales of the Journal lead me to asks-would 
there be more incentive for members and investigators to devote more 
time on crualitv articles if thev knew the Journal would, be read by a 
much larger number. 

Volume I no.5,was in my opinion,the best Journal to date,and it should 
be noted, that onlv nine Journals were sold at our Wovenber meeting,this 
added to the seven subscriptions,makes a very noor sale of sixteen.lt 
all adds up to a rrreat deal of time and effort being wasted by such 
limited sales.How nice it would be that after so much work and tine,one 
knew the Journal would be reaching all our members,which is thirty- 
three. It can be said that opportunities to produce a Journal of far gre¬ 
ater duality than a year ago are obvious.Oxford have given the use of 
the printing machine which gives far superior results than the old 
photo copy issues. 

The journal is OUF 0 T7 1J publication,but until a guaranteed number of 
issues is forthcoming,then the scope of widening its distribution is 
limited.If we hc?.d a set number of Journals entering house holds around 
Yorkshire,we could tempt small buisnesses to advertise in it. 

But the answer lies with the membership,if our own people help and sub¬ 
scribe to the Journal,it would be a step in the right direction,The 
editor and people who help to produce the Journal need all the support 
they can getthe ideas are there ,and who knows,if used and developed 
in the right way,the Journal could one day rank high in the respected 
Journals of the world.

the first case involves a railway worker in the Eirkstall area of Leeds 
and is listed as Case no.5—Strange Phenomena On Railway Line. 

This is Mr.A's original letter to Graham Birdsall!- 

16-2-79 Dear sir,You may think me potty,but’ whether you do or not is 
up to you.On the 12 of Feb 79,1 got a train to Headingley,and on getting 
off the trainl have to walk about one mile to where I get off the track 
just before I get to the Hark To Rover pub at Leeds C. 

Anyway*as i was walking along the track,there was a briaht green glow 
on the left hand side of me,and when I stood still,it just stayed there 
I thought to myself at the time,it is in my mind.Anyway I carried on 
walking and it stayed with me.

The train from Harrogate was approaching and I moved towards it onto 
the other track.lt moved above my head as the train was passing me. 

It lifted me about 5 yards or so and eased me down gently.Then as the 
train had gone towards Headinoley and Leeds,I moved back onto the other 
track facing F orsforth.Then it disappeared for a time,then as I was 
approaching my turn off..it w: \ there again,only bigger,and in shape 
it was like a piece of cheese,like below. 

I have not told a soul,not even my wife,she would only say it was in 

my mind.lt might have boon but then again,who knows.It was so low I 

tried to touen it,probably thats why I aws lifted off the floor. 

Well maybe you can work it out,I dont know,I have not been back on the 

track at Headingley since. Sincerlvyours Nr. A. 

Regarding the interview for the investigation,Mr.A.remained very nervous 
and Graham had this to sav about it later:- 

Mr.A. was pressed for time,and did not seem particularly keen to carry 
on the interview.My brother Mark,who is noted for his aptitude at gau¬ 
ging peoples sincerity on our interviews together,was convinced this 
fellow had expcrieccd some thong unheard of in modern ufology.I will 
keep this matter under wraps until as such time the gentleman in croes- 
tion drops his suspicion of us.He is at the moment a very worried man, 
and we will do all vc can to appease matters. 

As yet we have no explanation of this incident as Mr.A. has not been 
in touch since.The line involved is not electrified,so this would not 
account for the green glow he saw. 

Again and again wo come across a person who has experienced something 
very unusual,but after a thorough investigation wc are no nearer to 
finding an answer,so the thing to do is to keen on digging and searching 
until a breakthrough is reached. 


Another sighting near Skioton 


At the end of December 1902,an Farby nan saw,whilst out with his dog, 
a brilliant white light in the sky.Mr.Brian Gudgeon said that the 
light came from the direction of Colne,stopped in the sky over Earby 
and then shot back in. the direction it had come.He also said: "I saw 
this light travelling across the sky.I lined it up with a couple of 
chimneys to see how fast it was rtoing.lt stopped over the second chim¬ 
ney and suddenly shot off in the other direction.I lost it completely 
for a couple of seconds,and had almost given up the idea when I saw a 
ball of light shoot towards Colne.I have never seen anything like it in 
my life.I saw sputniks in the sixties and I knot? aeroplanes but I have 
never seen anything like this”. 

Barnoldswick police say that they arc treating the sighting seriously 
and have carcful.lv logged the report. 

West Craven -i.T'Fi ha d several strange sightings in the past ,and added 
to the number of sightings in the general area, of Fkipton,makes this 
region very interesting to anyone involved with U.F.b.activity. 

I believe that Tony Dodd is working on the investigation of this 
particular case,so his results will be nrinted in the Journal at a 
later date. 

Whv should this area, have so much "action",?If anv members do have 
any ideas or theory's then please let me know and together,wc shall 
try to find s.-.r.o reason or answer.
